the “separate but equal” doctrine adopted in 1896. The decision 
establishing this doctrine was made in a case entitled Plessy vs 


Ferguson and held that “If one race is inferior to the other socially, 
the Constitution of the United States cannot put them on the same 
plane.” 

Despite all of the’so-called “liberal” decisions of the Supreme 
Court in segregation cases, this remains the dominant doctrine of 
the body. |

to place it beside the remains of Hitler? And yet the present court, 
faced with the obvious task of overthrowing this continuing insult

It should be clear that this persistence on the part of the court 
in maintaining a jimcrow doctrine cannot be separated from the 
demand for a Negro Supreme Court Justice-NOW.
